MERRITT’S VICTORY. 
HE GIVES THE UTES A THRASHING. 
Apectal Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Currzenne, Wy. T., Oct. From private ad- 
vices it is learned that Gen. Merritt had no 
fight before reaching Payne’s command. After 
daybreak on Sunday, Gen. Merritt, ‘Lieut. 
Cherry, and M Company, went out to look at 
the battlefield where Maj. Thornburgh was 
killed, and which is a mile from the intrench- 
ments. The Indians, whowere concealed in the 
rocks beyond, opened fire, 

AND A NEW BATILE BEGAN, 

which lasted about av hour. It was hot, short, 
and decisive, ending in fayor of the troops, be- 
cause they were protectedby bluffs. The Indi- 
ans then beid up a flag aftrace, and came in to 
hold a parley. They proposed to surrender on 
certain conditions, which Gen. Merritt could not 
accept. They asked him if he insisted upon go- 
ing to White River Agency, and, replying that 
he did, they told him they would have to reaew 
the war. They then retired to their strong- 
hold. in the conflict one private was slightly 
wounded and four horses killed. 

INDIANS KILLED. 

Eight Indians were killed. Durmg the parley 
the Indians, who were part of Jack’s band, 
stated that thirty-seven of their number had 
been killed during the five days’ siege of Capt. 
Payne’s intrenchment. 

it was also discovered from them that they 
were fortifying the road to the White River 
Agency, so as to obstruct the passage of the 
troops. As the country is very mountainous, 
and the roads lead through canyons, they will 
be able to trouble Gen. Merritt considerably. 

At the time the letter was written, giving 
these advices, Gen. Merritt had not determined 
upon a time for resuming the march for White 
River, further than that he should do 80 as 
soon as the men and horses were sufficiently 


rested. 

FROM THE BANNOCK aGENOY, 
near Camp Brown, Wyeming Territory, comes 
the news that 100 families of Utes, accompanied 
by only two old bucks, have arrived at the 
Agency. This fact shows that the Utes are 


expecting to have a lengthy conflict. It also \ 
demoustrates the shrewJness of the Utes, whe > 


compel their enemy to feed and protect their 
families. Furthermore, it bears out the im- 
pression that the hostile Utes do not number 
over 150 bucks. 


A SOUTHERN OUTBREAK. 
THB FEELING IN DENVER. 
Seetal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Denver, Col., Oct. %&—No reports from 
Mount Lincoln district, and the scare is now 
known to have been acanard. Prominent citi. 
zens at Silverton and Gunnison unite in a state- 
ment to-day of the appearance of indians, and 
imminent danger in their neighborhood. These 
reports have every indication of being authentic 
and reliable, and are so considered 
here. There are plenty of State and regular 
troops in that region, however, to protect 
settlers and repel invaders. The mountains are 
evidently extensively on fire, as this city has 
been shrouded in smoke during several days. 

THE FOLLOWING CORRESPONDENCE, 
conducted by wire, to-day, gives the opinions of 
well-informed and prominent men. The latter 
communication embodies a concise idea of the 
situation in Southern Colorado: 

fort LEaAveNwortTH, Oct. 9.—Gov. F. W. 
Pitkin, Denver; Will you please give me what 
authentic information you have from Southwest 
Colorado? Col. Hatch’s dispatches indicate that 
the reports and rumors have been much exagger- 
ated. The cavalry from Texas has not yet reached 
this deptriment, and, I am informed, cannot 
do so for several days. The dispatch sent you 
yesterday from Gen. Sheridan indicated his 
opinion that there would be probably no trouble 
with the Southern Utes, which has been mine 
also. Hatch has, I believe, all the force, except 
the cavalry companies from Texas, at present 
needed, and will make good use of them.

FEARING DEPREDATION FROM IGNACIO’S BAND. 
Chief Ouray assures the whites that he can con- 
trol a great number of his band, and will help 
the whites if it mes to a fight. 
He is somewhat firm, and, if the 
warriors now at White River return 
hostile, his life may be taken. The chiefs next 
to Ouray have been warlike for years. There is 
no certainty that they can be kept peaceable. 
The punishment of the assasins of Father 
Meeker and Thornburgh, and their associates, 
should be swift and severe. If the Government 
falters now the consequences not be fore- 


told. 
HAVING TASTED BLOOD, 


they will be liable any moment to be joined by 
Indians now peaceable, and to burst like 3 
storm upon our exposed mining camps. 
There is no war in Texas; we have war here in 
its most barbarous form. We have 200 miles 
of settlements exposed to massacre. Ihe cause 
of humanity and civilization demands that it be 
terminated by the punishment of the murder- 
ers and the complete separation of the Indians 
from the whites. This never can be accom- 
plished as economically and satisfactorily as now.

WHAT IT COSTS. 
EXPENSES FOR INDIAN SERVICE. 

Apectal Dispatch to The Tribune. — 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Oct. 9.—The Inaian 
problem promises to be one of the most unfor- 
tunate questions to be considered at the next 
Congress. Congress some time since called 
upon the Treasury Department for information 
as to the amount of money that bad been ex- 
pended for the Indian service since the begin- 
ning. of the Government. The work was per- 
fected by the Treasury officials, but Congress 
failed to make the necessary appropriations to 
prepare the manuscript for the printer. The 
result, however, of this research is known, and 
the footings of the immense mass of tables show 
that, to the Ist of last July, the end of the fiscal 
year, 1879, the Government has expended, on 
account of the Indians, $181,000,000. ‘The esti- 
mated number of Indiars now living is 300,000. 


INDIAN AUXILIARIES, 

COMMISSIONER HAYT’S VIEWS. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasarneron, D. C., Oct. 9.—Mr. Hayt, Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, is of opmion that 
the greatest need of the army in its contests 
with the Indians is to have trained Indian 
auxiliaries. He will again call attention to this 
subject in his annual report. Meanwhile he 
gives the following as his views upon this sub-

“The scattering of seventy-four Indian 
Agencies over a wide extent of territory bas 
apparently necessitated the establishment of a 
greater number of detached military posts. 
The dividing the army into so maay small de- 
tachments tends to deprive it of the strength 
needed for the suppression of a sudden out- 
break. For the past year it has been almost 
impossible to obtain even an escort of cavalry 
or infantry, inasmuch as the number of men at 
each military post has been sufficient only to 
furnish it a respectable garrison. The history 
of the past three years has proven conclusively 
that this attenuation of the army renders it im- 


possible to administer even a homeopathic dose 
of coercion until after a ldpse of considerable 
time. This weakness emboldens the savages, 
so that a mere handful, like the eighty-seven 
warriors, with their 200 women and children, 
under Dull-Kuife, can cut through a military 


department and spread terror and slauchter for 
4 by 


a month with impunity. 

„rA CONSOLIDATION OF INDIAN TRIBES 
upon fewer reservations, as recommenned else- 
where, would enable the army to concentrate 
and become more effective, There is, however, 
another remedy for the evil indicated which, m 
my judgment, can be and should be quickly 
adopted to save the loss of life aad property 
consequent on Indian outbreaks, and the great 
expense now entailed on the Government by 
Indian wars. Au auxiliary force of Indian cay- 
alry should be organized, enissted from the 
young men of the most warlike tribes, and 
placed under the command of army officers of 
experience. Such a force should be held ready 
for effective service at a moment’s warning. 
The mere fact of ite existence would serve to 
check the tendency to outbreaks, and by enlist- 
ing the young and warlike from the various 
tribes the element of strife that is now chafing 
for the excitement of the war-path would find 
legitimate occupation that would tend to re- 
press the natural disposition for indiscriminate 
war and bloodshed.

FILTHY CURRENCY. 
WHO Is TO BLAMS FOR IT. 
Seca Dispatch to The Tribune, 

' Wasurneron, D. C., Oct. 9.—Complaints as 
to the filthy character of the paper currency 
come bere in great numbers from all sections of 
the country, especially from the Western States 
and Territories, and inquiries are made why the. 
Treasury does not furnish the banks with clean 
money to replace the ragged, mutilated, and 
pestilential currency now in circulation. The 
answer is avery simple one. Congress, for four 
years before or since the, Democrats have 
control, nas not provided the Treasury with 
means for the transportation of mutilated cur- 
rency, and the banks willing to incur the 
expense of transporting The consequence is 
that the currency has not been renewed 

FOR FOUR X BARS, 

and in portions of the country is now not 
only unfit fer use, but is more readily counter- 
feited on account of its condition. When the 
paper currency was, first introduced the Repub- 
licans. provided that any person having $50 in 
mutilated notes could send them to the Treas- 
ury at the expense of the Government. and 
have them replaced with clean votes. The ap- 
propriation for this purpose continued until the 
Democrats obtaiped control of the Lower 
House. Then the appropriations for this pur- 
pose were refused altogether, anda nasty cur- 
rency is the present popular proof of this re- 
form. When the Republicans controlied the 
appropriations there was an anndal item for the 
transportation of United States securities of 
about $250,000. The Democrats cut this down , 
at the begioning of their rule to $75,000. 

This latter sum, however, is inadequate even 

for the transportation of bonds, gold, and notes 

from one Treasury-office to another, a service 

which must be performed in order to carry on 

the Government. ‘Tbe trahsportation of silver 


is not included in this transportation, as that 
expenee is defrayed from the Siiver-Profit fund. 
The banks are obliged to 

PAY FOR THE TRANSPORTATION 
of currency about double the rate which the | 
Treasury would be required to pay for the same 
service. The Government has special express 
rates which would enable it to transport muti- 
lated notes for exchange from the most remote 
portions of the country for not more than 60 
cents per thousand, while bankers cannot secure 
the same service for less than $1.20 to $1.50. 
The banks consequently refuse to make a a- 
tuity to the public of $50,000 annually, which it 
would cost to keep the currency ciean, and the 
Democrats refuse the $250,000 pecessary to 
keep it clean.

Because He Would Not Consult the Union in | ¥ 


Some Threate of a General Strike Through- 
out the Country, 


A regular meeting of the Trade and Labor 
Council of Chicago was held at 156 Clark street 
last evening, Mr. President Streeter in the 
chair. There were about 200 people present. 

The committee appointed to draw up a plat- 
form asked and was granted further time. 

communication was received from the strik- 
ing akers of Chicago, fn which they in- 
formed the Union that they were on a strike for 
higher wages, and requested the assistance of 
the Union to bring the matter to a successful 


isaue. 

Mr. Erhardt read a communication from one 
of Gov. Cullom’s appointees in the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, addressed to him, asking for 
information. This letter created considerable 
discussion. It was, by a vote of the meeting, 
sarcastically referred to the editor of Taz On- 
caGO TRIBUNE, who seemed to have charge of 
the Bureau. 

Various members made speeches, wherein 
they expressed their indignation at the treat- 
ment they bad received at the bands of Gov. 
Cullom, When the organized labor of Chicago 
was treated with insult and ignominy by the Gov- 
ernor of the State, they said he had no right, 
through any of his officers, to ask them for any 
information whatever On any subject. If 
hot shot was hurled at them, they should 
respond by returning shot just as hot. 
This sentiment was received with applause. 
Mr. Erhardt stated that, when he had called on 
Gov. Cullom to ask for the appointment of a 
member of the Bureau of Labor Statistics on 
behalf of the Trades-Union of Chicago, he 

WAS INSULTINGLY INFORMED 
by his Excellency that be would not make the 
appointment for a set of scalawass.“ He was 
still iu fayor of giving all the information pos- 
sible for the genera! good. 

Mr. Streeter stated that while he believed the 
conduct of Gov. Cullom had, in respect to this 
Union, been ungentiemaaly, and while he be- 
lieved the Governor lied, and had no sympathy 
whatever with any workingmen, he still — 
the Bureau was all right, and, as it was consti- 
tuted at present, he did not think that three of 
the members would permit anything wrong to 
be dowe, or anything unfair to the interests of 
the workingmen, 

Mr. Parsons said that, while be had no sym- 
pathy whatever with Truck Bill“ Cullom, be 
thought they would be spiting themselves in 
not furnishing the information called for. 

The meeting finally resolved to furnish the in- 
formation required. 

Mr. McAuliffe offered a resolution denouncing 


the practice of employers compeiling their em- 


ployes to vote as they desired, as cowardly and 
degrading, and subversive of liberty and inde- 
pendence. The resolution was passed. 

A committee of one was appointed to draw 
up aresolution expressive of the support and 
sympathy of the Union with the striking cigar- 
makers. This duty devolved upon Mr. Me. 
Auliffe, who constructed a resolution N 
ly — the feelings of the Council on this 
subject. 

r. Streeter stated that he had received a 
communication from the Labor Council of St. 
Louis requesting the views of the Chicago Couu- 
cil upon the propriety of a 
GENERAL STRIKE THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY 
at some time io the future of all the trades and 
labor unions in the United States and Canada. 

Mr. Parsons moved that this Council indorse 
the subject matter contained in the commupica- 
tion. He believed a general strike should be 
inaugurated throughout the country for the 
purpose of letting the people know where they 
stood. They wanted a reduction of the liours 
of labor and an increase of wages. 

The Conseil adjourned ata late nour.

SIEGE OF SAVANNAH. 
Savannag, Ga, Oct. &2—The 100th anniver- 
sary of the siege of Savannah and death of 
Sergt. Jasper was commemorated to-day in an 
imposing manner in the presence of 15,000 or 


20,000 people. Great enthusiasm prevailed. . 


The volunteer soldiery of Charleston, 8. C., 
Georgia, and Florida was represepted by over 
twenty companies of infantry, cavalry, aud 
artillery. The entire city was handsomely 
decorated. The procession moved with the band 
of the Thirteenth United States Infantry at its 
head, and a company of Federal troops from 
the barracks at Atlanta, followed by the 
various State military organizations, civic 
societies, and the Jasper. Monumental 
Committee. After a parade through 
the principal streets, which were biocked 
with people, the procession reached Madison 
Square, the site of the proposed monument, 


| where a large stand had been erected and was 


elaborately decorated, the American flag being 
conspicuous. ‘The corner-stone was laid with the 
usual ceremonies by Capt. John McMahon, 
President of the Jasper Monumental Assucia- 
tion. Gen. John B. Gordon, United States Sen- 
ator from Georgia, was then introduced, and de- 
livered a patriotic oration. 


A Stilt Race, 
From the French of Martes Monselet. 

I remember particularly a certain stilt race, 
ene of the oddest races chat I ever saw. Six 
men and four women were entered“ as the 
horsey men would say. At Arcachon the women 
share the exercises of the men. There were 
then on the beach of Eyrac ten tchankas. in 
the patois of the Landes, which one might be 
tempted to confound with the Japanes or 
Chinese idioms, a tchanka is a person mounted 
on stilts, and so tchanker Means to mount upon 
stilts. These ten tchankas had all the same 
traditional costume, without distinction of sex, 
that is to say, a beret on the head, a mantle of 
wool over e shoulders, a buttoned doublet, 
bare feet, and the legs enveloped in a camano 
or fleece, fixed by red garters. Their stilts 
raised them five or six feet from the ground. A 
pole served them asa third point of support. 
Seen from a distauce they looked like gigantic 
grasshoppers. The tchanka, however, is seen to 
perfection on the bare lande, motionless and 
fixed like a solitary triangle, at sunset or else 
when he leans against a pine tree, silently 
knitting stockings and guarding a black and 
lean flock. Stern and mute in the midst of the 
crowd, which was examining them with curiosity, 
their thoughts were concentrated solely on the 
gain that they were about to dispute. The prize 
was notmuch. ‘The victor won twenty francs. 
But twenty francs in the eyes of the tchanka 
represent a fortune. Soon at a signal given by 
tne President of the fete, they all ten spread 
ever tne beach, bowling and yelling, If it had 
not been for their immense strides, which pass 
imagination, you ,might have thougat that vou 
were present at an Arabian fantasia. Their 
evolutions were the same, — wit) 
the same rapidity, in conditions which touched 
upon the impossible and on the d where 
the stilt sunk id a foot at each step. Their 
manties streaming in the wind, like those of 
Arabian cavaliers, they ran aud pivoted round 
as deftly as if they bad been on foot. The 
women were by no means inferior to the men; 
one of them, in fact, came in second, and y 
were only to be distinguished by their more 
piercing cries. This race was followed by sume 
private exercises performed by the tchankas, in 
order to provoke the generosity of the specta- 
tors. They jumped, they sat down and rose 
again, and they picked up as they ran pieces of 
money that were thrown to them. This —— 
cle was not the least extroaordinary. Bouncing 
forward at full speed, the man was suddenly 
seen to stop, the stilts bent, fell, as it were, to

A late instance of this may be found 
in the following letter, which was written by 
the wily Sanum in response to an invitation 
to attend a Democratic mass · meeting in Bal. 
timore : 

NW Yors, Sept. 27.—-Gunrizemen: I have re- 
ceived the letter of the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee in the City of Baltimore inviting me to a- 
tend a mass-mecting at Monument Square on the 
20th inst. It would give me great pleasure to 
meet so respectabie a representation of the 
Democracy of Maryland, but my engagements will 
deprive me of that gratification. I concur with 
you in regarding the issue created by the sub- 
version of the election of 1876 as the most trans- 
cendent in our history. The example of a reversal 
of the votes of the people after they have been de- 
posited in the ballot-box, if successful and fol- 
lowed by prosperity to the wrong, would be fatal 
to the system of elective government. The hier- 
archy of officehoiders would maintain their pos- 
session indefinitly, and every effort of the people 
to change the Administration would be nullified. 
The Government, elective in form, would 
become imperial in substance, precisely as 
did that of Rome. Such an issue, involving the 
very existence of our free Government, is not to 
be belittled into a personal grievance. It is to be 
dealt with as a great public cause.

THE LAW OF DISEASED MEATS. 
The butchers and cattle-dealers in the 


Common Council continue to insist that there 
is a property right in diseased meat which 
the community must respect, and that the 
people can only protect themselves against 
being poisoned by selling the poison to the 
highest bidder, turning over the proceeds of 
such sale to the original owner, and trusting 
to the personal humanity of the purchaser 
that he will not resell the poison as food. 
This is a most preposterous proposition, 
whether it be regarded from a legal, moral, 
or céminion-sense point of view. To sub- 
scribe to it, it is necessary to contend that 
dishonesty should be rewarded, that a cer- 
tain class of people have a right to poison 
the community, and that they must constant- 
ly be bribed not to exercise that right. 

The right to seize, confiscate, and destroy 
all property that is dangerous to the public 
safety, health, and morals is one of the most 
firmly established principles of municipal 
government, and this right is rigidly en- 
forced in all civilized countries. When men 
are apprehended in an assault with murder- 
ous weapons, it is not the practice to sell the 
revolvers and knives at auction and turn over 
the money to the criminal ; the police confis- 
cate the “weapons in order that they may rot 
again be used in murderous work. When a 
gambling-den is pulled and the implements 
seized, the latter are not sold in order to give 
| the gambler the money to repurchase them 
or to buy a new outfit, but they are confis- 
cated and destroyed in the interest of public 
morals. If it is a principle of law that a dau- 
gerous weapon with which a single life has 
been threatened shall be contraband, it is a 
furtiori a prinoiple of law that poisonous 
food which threatens hundreds and thon- 
sands of lives shall be confiscated and de- 
stroyed. If the morals of the community 
demand that gambling-tools shall be de- 
stroyed when they come into the hands of 
the police, certainly the public health should 
exact the destruction of disease- breeding and 
death-déaling rotten meats. We can scarcely 
believe that any one of the butchers and 
cattle-drovers in the Common Council would 
contend that, if the police should seis an 
internal machine,” designed to destroy 
life, it would be their duty to sell such ma- 
chine at auction and reward the inventor 
with the proceeds of such sale; yet the 
owner and vender of tainted mests is a 
greater and much more common enemy of 
society than the inventor of “infernal ma- 
chines,” and is still less entitled to encour- 
agement and reward. 

In a strictly legal sense, it is very doubt- 
ful whether the city authorities have any 
right to order the sale, by auetion or other- 
wise, of diseased meats, or whether anybody 
has aright to purchase such meats. There 
is a State law which makes the sale of 
diseased meats a criminal offense, and pro- 
vides a large fine and imprisonment as a 
punishment for the crime. If Health- 
Commissioner Dz Wor shall comply with 
the resolution of the Council and attempt to 
sell diseased meat at auction, knowing it to 
be diseased, he will subject himself to the 
penalties of the State law, and make himself 
liable to fine and imprisonment as provided 
by statute. It is also possible that the pur- 
chasers of such meat, knowing it to be 
diseased, may be held criminally, as a man 
who purchases goods which he knows were 
stolen may be indicted and punished. If 
the friends of the butchers and bullwhack- 
ers in the Common Council have no regard 
for the public he uth, the Health Commis- 
sioner will probably have some regard for 
his own person and refuse to place himself 
in jeopardy by a deliberate violation of the 
State law. 

The simple fact is, that the old city ordi- 
mance and the practice of confiscating the 
tainted meats and turning them over to the 
dead-animal ooutraotors to be destroyed were 
not only lawful, but the only certain protec- 
tion of the community against the disease, 
suffering, and fatality threatened by poi- 
gsoned food. The effort to reimburse the 
venders of thie tainted meat was suggested 
by a selfish and criminal disregard for the 
most elementary sanitary considerations, 
The matter hag now been sufficiently dis- 
cussed to i the Aldermen who have no 
selfish interest in the matter that the new 
ordinance is unlawful and vicious. If the 
Mayor veto it, as he should do, he ought to 
receive the unanimous support of all who 
are not butchers or buliwhackers; if he do 
not veto it, the ordinance should be repealed 
by a vote equally unanimous. Rotten meat 
is more of a menace to the community than 
mad dogs, and the Council might better pass 
an ordinances prohibiting the killing of mad 
dogs than one requiring the sale of diseased 
meat to the highest bidder. Every man who 
provides for a family, every poor woman who 
seeks to buy her meat as cheaply as possible, 
every person who fives in a boarding-house 
or lunches at a restaurant, should regard the 
now ordinance as @ personal menace, and 
treat every Alderman who sustains it asa 


personal enemy. 
THE NEEDS OF OUR REGIMENTS. 
There are no organisations in our midst 
which should commend themselves more 
heartily to the sympathy, patronage, and 
good will of the community than the regi- 
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are in a good state of discipline, and proved 
their effectiveness during the outbreak two 
yearsago. They are made up mainly of 
young men, carefully selected for their char- 

acter and good .standing in the city, 
and identified with our business houses, 
the great majority of them working upon 
salaries. They deserve, in every respect, 
the confidence, encouragement, and pecuni- 
ary assistance of our citizens, until such time 
as a more liberal shall appropri- 
ate sufficient funds to meet their legitimate 
expenses. They have had great praise for 
their soldierly bearing, and the public grati- 
tude for the good work they have already 
done, but they have not received that pecuni- 
ary aid from our citizens whieh they need 
and deserve. The on from the 
State amounts to only seven or eight dollars 
per man,—asum far below that which is nec- 
essary to meet their expenses and keep them 
in a state of efficiency. Some private sub- 
scriptions have also been made, but they have 
always been small and insufficient. Although 
the Citizens’ Association interposed in their 
behalf last year, they donated far the greater 
paxt of their money to the purchase of arms, 
ammunition, and equipment, and the 
smaller fraction to the other requisites 
of the troops. For all except the 
most necessary expenses, and for part of 
these even, the members have paid from 
their own means, and sometimes have been 
compelled to run into debt. They cannot 
endure this any longer. They are mostly 
young men working for small wages, and 
cannot afford it, and, besides this, it is un- 
fair, if not actually mean, to expect them to 
pay for the service they are rendering the 
city, That service cannot be overstated. In 
time of an emergency beyond the control of 
the police, for whom we pay at the rate of 
from $1,000 to $1,200 per man, they are the 
only security to life and property which the 
city possesses. Their service goes even far- 
ther than this, for they are liable to be called 
at any time to any part of the Siate. No 
man who has the good order and peace of 
the community at heart or material interests 
at stake will question this. They have 
heretofore rendered this service promptly, 
willingly, and effectively, and have made for 
themselves a name and reputation of which 
the whole city is proud. Is it not ask- 
ing too much of thém that they shall 
put their hands into their pockets and 
pay the expenses? Among other things 
necessary to their comfort this winter are 
new uniforms and overcoats, for the pur- 
chase of which they have not the funds. 
Will our wealthy citizens sit idly by and ex- 
pect these young men to spend their bard- 
earned money for things which they cannot 
even retain after they have left the service? 
It is neither fair nor just after what they 
have willingly done. 

A crisis has now arrived in the affairs of 
our city regiments when the citizens must 
decide for themselves whether it is better to 
keep up this splendid force in its present 
efficient condition, with such recruitment 
and addition as can be had by a little assist- 
ance, or suffer it to decay by neglect. No 
money will come from the State for a year. 
There are debts to be provided for. The 
armories must be made comfortable, new 
uniforms must be had for recruits, and in 
some cases the regiments are entirely with- 
out means. If these men are willing to give 
their time and attention to the service, 
and to promptly render aid when called 
upon, it is all that should be 
asked. It is almost criminally unjust 
that they should be expected to pay 
the expenses. We are informed that $30, 
000 will relieve all their wants antil aid 
comes from the State. It ought to be 
coming forthwith. A large number of én- 
listments are expiring, and it will be im- 
possible to renew them or fill their places if 
the soldiers feel that they will have to pay 
their own expenses, which ought to be paid 
cheerfully and promptly by oar citizens, so 
long as the State will not appropriate a 
sufficient sum. The situation is a serious 
one. It involves the very existence of the 
militia, and if our citizens do not wish to 
see it rapidly dissolve they must come to its 
rélief. There is no other alternative, 


THE IRISH APPEAL. 

For perhaps the first time in the history 
of Ireland there comes an appeal in which all 
the people of that country can unite, and do 
unite, and to which the people of all other 
countries, of all races, parties, and religions, 
ean consistently respond by their sympathy 
or more substantially. Behind and beneath 
the ifmorance, poverty, and degradation of 


the people of Ireland, and of their centuries | 


of cruel treatment, there has always been 
one overwhelming cause which, so long as it 
lasts, will keep those people» paupers, or 
compel them to be oxiles in search of bread ; 
that cause has been; and is now, the forcible 
taking of the land from the people, giv- 
ing it to non-resident aliens, and the 
perpetuation of this robbery during several 
centuries, down to the present day. The 
people of Ireland were originally the owners 
of the soil, each man of the tract he culti- 
vated. This land when taken was not given 
to a new population going into the country, 
but it was granted in large bodies to non- 
resident aliens, in whose families, still alien 
and non-resident, it h as been held ever since, 
Out of this land has been extorted every 
penny that armed force could obtain, the 
money being taken off to be expended-else- 
where. Under this system the surplus pop- 
ulation has been forced to find shelter and 
the bread not attainable at home, and has 
driven millions of them as destitute paupers 
upon the shores of every habitable part of 
the globe. Against this oppression the peo- 
ple of Ireland have been practically in rebell- 
ion since the conquest; they have tried 
armed resistances, to be overwhelmed by 
force, weakened by division, and betrayed by 
treachery. They have never been permitted 
to be united, antagonism has been 
cultivated in order to overwhelm them and 
in order to keep them from a union upon 
the one great question which underlies all 
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average productive 
years, this value, capitalized at 6 per cent, 


shall be regarded as the value to be paid for 


the land to the present owners in British 
bonds bearing 3 per cent interest. This will 
rid Ireland of the whole brood of landlords 
who now carry off an average of $65,000,000 
annually for rent. This land will then be 
sold tothose who wish to purchase it in such 
size farms as they are capable of operating 
at the price paif to the present landlords ; 
the payments to be divided into small 
sums, extending at the option of 
the purchasers over a long period of years; 
the interest, at 3 per cent, to be paid annu- 
ally, all payments on the principal by the 
purchaser to be non-forfeitable. Thus, if 
the purchaser buy land for £500, payable in 
thirty yearly sums, and make two, four, 
or six payments, even if he never pay any 
more, whatever he may pay will be a lien in 
his favor or that of his heirs, and will follow 
the land until paid back te him. The. divis- 
ion of the land into small farms, with long 
time for payment and at small rate of inter- 
est, will enable the purchasers to pay for aud 
become the owners of, the land within the 
term of an ordipary generation, In this 
way every foot of cultivable land in Ireland 
will have an Irish resident owner, whose 
labor will be inspired by the high- 
est of all motives,—the desire to 
it the greatest possible 
yield, that he may become its absolute owner 
in the shortest possible time, and with his 
family enjoy all the fruits of his ‘own labor. 
This will, in addition to ridding Ireland of 
the curse of non-resident proprietors, also 
rid Ireland of the hardly less detested race of 
resident agents; it will litt the agricultural 
laborers to the level of owners in their own 
right and proprietary farmers. It will re- 
lieve the country of the large force of armed 
constabulary, and the legal process for evic- 
tions of unfortunate and starving tenants will 
cease. Ireland, cut up into small farms, 
owned by the laboring peasantry, will greatly 
improve in its productions, The produc- 
tions, being the property of the resi- 
dent producers, will remain in the 
country to be used in improving the dwell- 
ings, in establishing factories, in employing 
machinery, and generally in converting Ire- 
land from a land of poverty into a prosper- 
ous hive of industry. With prosperity, in- 
crease of production, profitable employment, 
Ireland will have a degree of peace and con- 
tentment which has been unknown to her 
Tor centuries. 


The Irish leaders have appealed to the peo- 
ple of Irish origin scattered over the world, 
and especially in the United States, for aid 
and sympathy. This appeal will not be dis- 
regarded. It is an appeal for the deliverance 
of all the Irish,—the people of all faiths, sec- 
tions, and localities,—that they may be en- 
abled to become the owners of the soil they 
cultivate, and the owners of the land on 
which their race has lived since beyond the 
remotest dates of history. No man leaves 
his native land, much less do people leave 
their homes and kindred by thousands, 
except upon compulsion, and that of the 
most exacting of all, —the want of food. The 
Irish ask in their appeal that they be re- 
stored to their ancient birthright,—the privi- 
lege of living m Ireland, with the privilege 
of producing there by their own labor, from 
their own land, the food that is necessary to 
life. 

There are in the United States perhaps 
8.000, 000 of persons of Irish birth and of 
the first generation of Irish descendants, 
To these people the address is specially di- 
rected. It will also meet with a hearty 
response from the American population gen- 
erally. This appeal is free from sectarian 
or partisan aims. It proposes no rebellion, 
no insurrection, no revolution to dismem- 
ber the British Kingdom. The Ameri- 
can people cherish too keenly the British 
sympathy in behalf of the attempt to dis- 


member the American Union to permit 


them to participate in any controversy of 
that kind in other nations. But to this ap- 
peal for aid for the people of Ireland to be- 
come the owners of their own land the 
American heart will generously respond 
whenever the time shall come that material 
aid to purchase that land will be available. 
In the meantime, the peaceful agitation and 
prosecution of the repeal of the odious sys- 
tem of land-tenure in Treland, and also in 
England and Scotland, will be encouraged 
as a grand stride in the emancipation of the 
people of that Kingdom, with whom we have 
so many ties of blood and friendship. 
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In vo part of the well have States or 
colonies plunged more recklesly into debt 
than New Zealand and the Provinces-of Aus- 
tralia. They have borrowed from England 
hundreds of millions of dolisrs and squandered 
it, and now ery for more. Neither Turkey nor 
Egypt borrowed more profligately or recklesly. 
After their carnival hard times naturally fol- 
lowed. Taxes became heavy, burdensome, 
crushing, and the rewards of labor bad and 
inadequate, But, instead of practicing economy, 
paying off their debts, and reducing their taxes, 
they are asking the mother-country to lend the 
spendthbrift bankrupts more money. Says the 
Pall Mail Gazette of Sept. 28: 


The news from New Zealand is almost as unsat- 
ietactory as it is from Victoria, and since even 
New South Wales is suffering from an oversupply 
of labor, and the revenue retarns in South Austra- 
lia and Queensiand are by no means encouraging, 
it ia clear that the whole of our Souta Pacific eclo- 
pies are at last feeling the depression which we 
have 80 long suffered from at home. In them 
things will probably be a good deal worse before 
they are better, but there is, of course, no valid 
ground for alarm. The colonistsare really wealthy 
and prosperous, and the reaction from a period of 
inflation will certainly not be felt there with nearly 
the same severity as in. America, where so many 
causes combined to aggravate the pressure. At 
the same time, the demand for fresh loans is not a 
good symptom. New Zealand, notwithstanding 
its recent heavy borrowings, is to come into the 
market fo: another §25. 000. and a resolution 
to tat effect was passed before the Parliament was 
dissolved; New south Wales is about to ask for 
$37, 500, 000 on her own account; and Queensland, 
already the most largely indebted of ail the colo- 
nies in proportion to population, wishes for $15, - 
000,000 more. Thus we have here three colonies 
asking for loans amounting to over $75, 
in addition to their already enormous liabilities.

WINTER ON THE PLAINS. 


In the fall of 1870, after the completion of the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad to Denver, I zoncluded 
to have one winter’s hunting on the plains. In 
pursuance of this object | went from Park’s Fort 
(now Trego),a small station situated about 
half-way between Kansas City and Denver. 
The fort was named after Tom Parks, a railroad 
contractor on the Kansas Pacific, who was killed 
by Indians near this place. I was well acquaint- 
ed with him, and helped to lay him out%after his 
body was recovered. if I recollect correctly, I 
counted seventeen arrow, spear, gunshot, and 
tomahawk wounds he had received. He was not 
scalped, and had killed eight Indians before 
succumbing. One cartridge was still left in his 
Winchester rifle. 

At the time of which Iam writing the plains 
were a vast feeding-ground for countless herds 
of Buffalo; but of late years they have almost 
entirely disappeared. On reaching Park’s Fort 
I formed the acquaintance of a young Ohioan 
named Leonard. As he had just arrived, bav- 
ing come on a hunting expedition like myself, 
westruck up a partnership, and concluded to 
hunt together. My nderfoot friend had 
brought a small armory from the States with 
him. A wincbester rifle, a needle-gun, a bowie- 
knife, turee different-sized revolvers, and a big 
box of assorted cartridges, composed a portion 
of his warlike accoutrements. After arranging 
a program for the winter’s campaign, we bought 
a borse each, and a cart and harness, together 
with a stock of provisions. Finally, everything 
being in readiness, we hitched up our horses. 
tandem-fashion, and struck out almost due 
north. The first night we made Brush Creek, 
and camped. As it was yet dusk, we shouldered 
our rifles, and strolled down the creek in search 
of game. After traveling half a mile we reachea 
a grove of trees taller than the surrounding 
ones. Each tree contained one or more of what 
appeared tobe the nests of some gigantic bird. 
Curious to ascertain what kind of nests they 
were, I climbed up one of them, and found it 
was composed — of bark, and in the inside, 


wrapped in an old blanket, was asmall skeleton. 
We had run ac an old Indien burial-ground. 
It is still the fdshion with some tribes of In- 
dians to bury/their dead in trees. 

Next moming we hariessed up our novel 
team, and i tune course of an hour reached 
Solomon River. The stream is broad and shal- 
low, and its banks are devoid of timber. To- 
wards evening we arrived at Prairie-Dog Creek, 
fifty miles from Park’s Fort. As there was 
considerable game in the neighborhood, and 
plenty of wood and water, we concluded to 
make this our camping-ground. For two or 
three days we were busily engaged in building a 
residence,—a kind of roofed cellar.. We killed 
a few buffalo, and used their hides for sbingies, 
We had barely become comfortably settled be- 
fore we discovered a better-looking camping- 
piace, about three miles distant. So we vacated 
our first house, and commenced building a log- 
house. This we loopboled, banked up with dirt, 
and roofed as before. Business now commenced. 
Whenever we killed a few Buffalo, we cut off 
the hams, took out the humps and tongues, and 
hauled them to camp. These were cut up, 
salted in brine, and finally smoked and dried. 
The balance of the carcass was slit here and 
there, and strychnine placed in the cuts. This 
was intended to accommodate the wolves and 
coyotes. Our baits were ked after every 
morning, and occasionally we“ had from one to 
six wolves. 

After afew weeks, game becoming scarce, we 
took a trip over to Sappa Creek, seven miles 
north, with the intention of staying there a few 
days. The first day of our arrival we killed sey- 
enteen buffalo, and, as usual, poisoned the re- 
mains. The following morning we found twenty 
dead wolves and coyotes. By the time we had 
them all skinned and pegged out it was time for 
supper. As I was gathering up sticks with the 
intention of starting a tire, my partner called my 
attention to some fellow on horseback coming 
over the divide from the Republican River. Just 
as he got within plain view, another and an- 
other followed, until finally we counted eight 
of what proved to be Indians. They came down 
to the creek and went into camp about half a 
mile down the stream from us. As discretion 
was the better part of valor, we built ao fire, 
and consequently went supperless to bed. I 
don’t think either of us slept much. At the 
first gleam of daylight we saddied up and made 
a hastry retreat to our castle. We never 
returned for our welf-pelts; and whether our red 
brethren appropriated the spoils or no, depouent

uffalo, antelope, black- tail deer, bea ver, ot- 
ter, wild turkey, and jack-rabbite were abun- 
dant. On one occasion, there being a little 
suo on the ground, we found the tracks of a 
band of deer, which we followed. They had 
c recrossed frozen creek several 
times; and, in making ove trip over the ice, it 
proved treacherous, and in I went. As the day 
was iutensely cold, my compulsory bath was 


rather nncomfortable; and, although I made 


good time to our cabin, I found both my feet 
were badly frozen. This accident rendered me 
somewhat of a cripple, and confined me indoors 
for several days. In the course of a week, the 
confinement proving irksome, and my partner 
reporting fresh deer-tracks, I * my feet 
in guony-sacks, aud we sallied forth. As the

During stormy weather we had ample time to 
cut up and salt what meat we bad on hand. 
Although the winter pleasantly, it was a 
Robinson-Crusoe kind of existence. On Christ- 
mas-Day our bie camp-kettle contained 
the breasts of three or four turkeys, 
a jack-rabbit, small pieces of deer 
and antelope, and a portion of buffalo-hump. 
I doubt whether there was a family on the Con- 
tinent which had such a variegated bill-of-fare. 
My partner, who bad a weakness for an eccen- 
trie costume, during the winter made himself 
a cap from a badger’s skin, a vest irom beaver- 

lta, anda pair of pants from the hide of a 

uffaio-calf. He also seriously cdntemplated 
the manufacture of a coat trom woll-skins. 
Buffalo-hunting is hard work, but there is so 
much excitement attached to it that the hunter 
does not feel tired until his day’s work is dope 
and he finds himself five or six miles away from 
camp. 

Towards spring we divided: our spoils, and 1 
returned to Denver. I never saw or heard of 
my partner since.

Keogh, and various other political 
hangers-on. One J. G. Uozzens put in his ap- 
pearance with a delegation in the interests of a 
new morning two-cent paver, in which he de- 
sires all Democrats to sink such money as 
they may desire. The Daily Bourbon Democrat, 
he assured the Committee, was to be issued 
forthwith, with a capftal stock of $50,000, and 
the motto of “To the victors belong the 
spoils.”” The matter was referred to the Execu- 
tive Committee, those present having had too 
mach experience with the Herald to meddle with 
anything more. The Committee adjourned, 
subject to call.

FRANK HEY WARD’S SUICIDE. 


A Career of Dissipation Ended---The Life of 
a Fast Toung Man. 
New. York Times, Oct. 8. 

A theme for a temperance lecturer was fur- 
nished yesterday in the suicide, at the mansion 
No. 17 West Twenty-first street, of Frank D.

About 
11:30 Monday night Mr. Heyward was found in 
a helpless condition in William Bennett’s liquor 
store, No. 588 Sixth avenue, by Messrs Walter 
O. Hubbard, of No. 58 West Thirty-third street, 
Charles McKnight, of the Coleman House, and 
Charles W. Labagh, of No. 110 East Fifty-eighth 
street. Heyward’s friends procured a hack, and 
took hi No.17 West Twenty-first street, where 
he, absence of bis family in Europe, lived 
alone with the housexeeper, Caroline Lovett. an 
elderly woman. She had gone to bed, and Hey- 
ward’s friends took his night-key from his 
pocket and assisted him to reach a front parlor 
on the second floor, which formed part of the 
suite of well-furnished rooms that he occupied, 
the bedroom being in the rear. On reaching 
home, Mr. Heyward appeared to be able to take 
care of himself, altbough he staggered and was 
violent. Mr. Labagh, who had been his scQool- 
mate, told Messrs. Hubbard and McKnight that 
he knew how to control Mr. Heyward, and that 
they need not remain. They went away, leav- 
ing Heyward undressing himself. Mr. Labagh 
says that Heyward stripped, and was annoyed at 
not finding an undershirt and night-shirt. When 
he found them, he talked about going to bed 
but he searched for a small black sachel 
and took from it a Smith & Wesson revolver 
of the newest pattern, and of the largest cali- 
bre. He flourished this over his head, saying, 
“Ah! this is what I wanted,“ and cocked it. 
He then sat on a tete-a-tete lounge, and Labagh, 
who had become nervous, sat down beside him, 
and said: Frank, put that away; you’ll burt 
some one.“ Heyward said: Charley, I’li not 
hurt you or any ane, but handled the weapon 
so carelesly that Labagh tried to catch hold of 
the pistol, and said, *‘ Frank, put it down; 1 
don’t want to get hurt.“ Heyward steadied 
himself for a moment, then quickly and delib- 
erately raised the pistol, put the muzzle to his 
right temple, firel, and fell forward. Labagh 
rusbed from the house, after a long search 
founa McK aight and Hubbard, and they ran to 
the Thirteenth Street Station-House, and noti- 
fied Capt. Williams, whosummoned Detectives 


Dunlap and Schmittberger, and started for Mr. 


Hey ward’s house. 

On arriving there they pulled the front door 
and basement bells for several minu but 
failed to arouse the housekeeper. Capt. Will- 
jams then broke the gine of the inner hall 
door with a pocket-billy obtained admission 
to the house. The gas burned from several jets 
in the room in which Heyward shot himself, and 
Capt. Williams found him alive, but breathing 
stertorously. He was on his hands and knees, 
and his head layin a pool of blood and brain 
matter nearly two feet in diameter. Capt. Will- 
ams lifted him up and sat him down in an arm- 
chair. He told the detectives tosummon an 
ambulance, but Heyward, after sitting down, 
only gave a few gasps and died. He was a man 
of extraordinary physique, but it is marvelous 
that he should bave lived nearly an hour after 
the infliction of a wound through which his 
brain protruded more than an inch. The 
body was laid on the floor and covered 
up, after the housekeeper had been called, and 
a police officer was detailed to watch it. Capt. 
Williams found the housekeeper very orant 
of Mr. Heyward’s family relations, although 
she had been housekeeper for them since 1874. 
He ascertained that Mrs. Ann Cutting, widow 
of Francis B. Cutting, of No. 8 East Twenty- 
third street, was Mr. Heyward’s aunt, and that 
Mr. Isaac Bell was a friend of the family. He 
notified them and Mr. Clifford A. Hand, of 
No. 109 East Twenty-fifth street, of the firm of 
Moore, Hand & Bonney, the family lawyers. 
Mr. Bell and Mr. William Cutting, Heyward’s 
cousin, instructed James Adair, undertaker, of 
No. 359 Fourth avenue, to prepare the body for 
burial in the family piot at Greenwood Ceme- 
tery. They summoned Mr. Henry Parish, 
President of the New York Life-Insurance and 
Trust Company, as the trustee of the estate, 
and telegrams were sent by cable to Mr. Hey- 


. ward’s mother, who is either at Paris or at. St. 


Moritz. Yesterday afternoon Messrs, Cutting 
and Bell accompanied Coroner Flanagan 
to the Heyward mansion, the 
usual formalities were gone through. Later, 
Deputy-Coroner Miller examined the body, saw 
it placed on ice, and took note of the property 
exposed in the room in which the suicide was 

mmitted. He examined Mr. Heyward’s 
private papers, but found nothing that explained 
the euicide beyond records of a clandestine mar- 
riage and its unhappy resulte. There was no 
money, not even a cent, in Mr. Heyward’s pos- 
session when Capt. illiams searched his 
clothes, and this circumstance is considered 
strange, as Heyward always had at least $10 or 
$20 in his possession. It is believed that he was 
drugged and robbed before his friends found 
him. His watch, made by Tiffany & Co., and 
worth $400, and a portion of the chain were in 
his vest-pocket. None of his friends remember 
when the chain was broken. He was au athlete, 
and it is considered not improbable that when 
robbed of his money there was a struggle, in 
which be fell, as there is an abrasion on bis right 
knee, but that he compelled the thief or thieves 
to leave him his watch. Noday bas been named 
for the inquest. 

Mr. Heyward was born in France in 1852. He 
was a singularly handsome man, 5 feet 11 inches 
in hight, erect and muscular, with black hair, 
handsome and intellectual features, and well 
cut mouth, only partly shaded by a small 
mustache. His parents were Henry Heyward, a 
geotleman of great fortune, descend from 
aristocratic Southerners, weil-knowa in South 
Carolioa and Baltimore. His mother was of 
equally good family. Frank’s uncle is known 
to New Yorkers as the man who lamed A t 
Belmont for life in a duel that was proy by 
Mr. Belmont’s remarks about Mrs. Coles, the 
daughter of “ Beefsteak ” Brown.

FREIGHT TRAFFIC. 


The total number of tons of freight hauled in 1878 
was 19, 980, an amount in excess of that for 
the year previous by 3,491,431 tons. But the true 
measure of freight traffic is not the number of tons 
carried, bat the tons carried one mile. Taking this 
as the measure of the year’s traffic, iris found 
a total in excess of 
the ton mileage for 1 of 278, tons. Tre 
average ton bani for all freight, during the year, 
was 143.08 miles, am increase over the hau! for 
the previous year of 3.98 miles. Tae average

The Railway Passenger and Freight Oon- 
ductors’ Mutual Aid and Benefit Association 
held the second day’s session of its fifth annual 
Convention at the Tremont House yesterday.

ERIE. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 
New York, Oct. 8.—The conditiog of Erie has 
been the financial sensation of the day, as for a 


week back. Yesterday the transactions on se- 


curities of the road amounted to $20,000,000. 
The street is fuller than ever of rumors. That 
the Vandervilts have or are to obtain possession 
of the road, and make one of their number its 
President, has been widely discussed. The 
breeze blew strong all day on we street, and 
rumors flew like leaves before an autumnal 
gale. The one that bad the most influence was 
to the effect that Vanderbilt is operating with 
the London Trustees, who seem to have confi- 
dence in Mr. Jewett, and that Jewett was to be 
made President of Western Union. Later in 
the day, when Jewett was made a Director of 
Westera Union, fresh force was added to it, 

It was argued that if the careful management 
of New York Central were applied to Erie, the 
shares of Erie must become more valuable. 
Whatever Vanderbilt takes in hand goes up in 
value, argue the -brokers, and they point to a 
long line of securities that have boomed under 
his manipulation. There is, on the other hand, 
a large and influential bear party who are snap- 
bing richt and left, and are making things ex- 
ceedingly lively. 5; 

A competent authority on the gnbject said this 
evening: Tou may be tolerably sure that the 
Vanderbilts are soon to get control of the Erie 
Road. I believe that it will be effected by chang- 
ing the system of management of the road 50 
that it will be like the management of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. In that Cor pa- 
ny all requisitions, estimates, etc., for expendi- 
tures must first come before Sub-Committees on 
Disbursements, ete., for approval. ‘hey fivally 
sift up to the President, and he is controlled py 
the Board of Directors. The Directors are the 
stockholders, and the largest stockholders con- 
stitute the chiet powerof the Board of Direct- 
ors. That is the system which will probably be 
adopted by the Erie Railroad. I do not believe 
that Mr. Jewett bas thought of resigning his 
position as President of the Erie Company. His 
election to-day as a Director of the Western 
Union Company does not indicate that he in- 
tends to resign his Presidency. ‘There is every 
reason for the Directors of the Western Union 
Comoany to be satisfied with their present 
admimistration, and there is no ground for be- 
lieving that it is intended to make Mr. Jewert 

ent of the Western Union. For a num- 

der of years the Directors of the Western 
Union ve wanted to make Mr. Jewett a 
member of the Board.

HAVERLY’S BROOKLYN THEATRE. 

The New York Times. commenting upon the 
opening of Haverly’s new venture in Brooklyn 
on Monday night, says: The opening of this 
new theatre last evening turned out to be a 
very dismal affair, although there was no just 
reason why it should not have been one of the 
few brilliant occurrences of the early season. 
The house seemed thoroughly charming 
throughout, being symmetrical in design and 
pleasing in decoration. The actress of the 
night was Miss Clera Morris, whose name has 
still in it something of a magic ring, and the 
play was a wholly novel work by a distinguished 
journalist. The house, the actress, the play. 
here was a combination of attractions strong 
enough to pique the curjosity of the most worn 
and jaded theatre-goer. . Yet, in spite of them 
all, a more melancholy occasion could 
conceived. management 
was the cause of this in a large 
measure. The house should not have been 
opened until next week at least, or until 
sufficient rehearsal had guaranteed a smooth 
and reasonably brief performance. But the 
curtain was not raised last evening until after 
9 o’clock, and it did not fall until after 1. The 
stage, moreover, was iu a constant condition of 
wild disorder, and, as a result, the entr’actes 
were exasperatingly long. Miss Morris came 
forward at one time as an apologist, and assured 
the fatigaed audience that all would be right 


‘to-morrow night,”—which was extremely con- 


soling! Weare sorry that the theatre was pot 
dedicated under happier auspices, sorry chiefly 
for Migs Morris aud the other actors, and hardly 
less fof the unfortunate author, who was obliged 
to see his work meted out, as it were, viece- 
meal. Under the circumstances, we do not feel 
justified in passing any decisive criticism upon 
the actors, though, if we are not mistaken, the 
value of the new play can be fairly gaged. 
“The Koval Favorit“ is the title of this work, 
and Mr. Dono Platt is its author. It is an en- 
deayor to recréate the old story of Jane Shore 
and her august paramour, the first real King of 
England, Edward IV. The endeavor, however, 
has not been realized, for Mr. Piatt’s drama is 
conventional, ponderous, and unskillful; neither 
theatrically nor bistorically can it claim much 
attention. A few of its situations are interest- 
ing, but thatie all we can say for it. The dia- 
log is ambitious, and apparently rhythmica 
but more prosy dialog we haye seidom listen 
to. Many of the lines were reminiscences, fre- 
uentiy of the Bible, at times of other works. 
Thus, in the first act, the most striking 
—chat referring to che nature of women—~is a 
bold plagiarism from Sir Henry Taylor's Phii- 
lip Van Artevilde.’ The Deity is freely invoked 
by all the characters, and ane Shore’s speeches 
sound like harangues. “The frst three dcts 
are models of dulldess, and bear a striking like- 
ness to one another. There is hardly any action 
in the play, which seems all the more discredii- 
able, because it excites comparison with two 
strong dramas on the same subject,—that dy 
Nicholas Rowe and the more picturesque mod- 
ero work by Mr. Wills. We are, therefore 
forced to believe that Miss Morris has not acted 
under wise advice in adding Ihe Royal Fa- 
yorit’ to her repertory, though none would be 
more glad than we to witness and to applaud 
her success. 

This is the version of the Times. The Worla 
says that The play opened in rhymed measure 
aud proceeded in the reguiar style of the Eliza- 
bethan drama and was rapturously received by 
the audience so long as the audience stayed, but 
as only the second act was over at 10:35 the five 
acts were ended at too late an hour for any come 
plete notice. ‘The casual comments of the audi- 
ence, however, were udiformiy favorable at the 
end of the second act, maidens fair with goiden 
air being especially taken with the power of 
the Xing and the wooing of Sir Mortimer, the 
young men delighting in the comely and win- 
some Lady Alice, while every one was thrilled 
by the powerful and sympathetic acting of Miss 
Ciara Morris, who appeared in far better health 
than usual, but who was unfortunately much 
put out by the too evident noise behind the 
ecenes.”” The same paper adds that upon the 
occasion “all Brooklyn turned out in force, 
Mayors, Sheriffs, Aldermen, Judges, ind minis- 
ters were among the many that crowded the 
house.’ 

According to the Graphic, .“The incon- 
veniences and annoyances ofa first night-—and 
last night was a double first night, since 
both the house and the play were new—were, of 
course, felt; but they were not sufficient to pre- 
vent the appreciation ot the beauty and comfort 
of the new theatre, and the care and attention 
which Mr. Hart Jackson, Mr. Haverly’s man- 
ager, had expended upon the work he nas 
undertaken. it is pradent to postoone à criti- 
cism upon the merits of Donn Piatt’s play until 
it has run for a nicht or two longer. Miss 
Clara Morris labored under many disad- 
vantages, but she displayed her usual genius, 
aud made many extremely good points. The 
first impression concerning the play itself is 
rather unfavyorable—but this may be succeeded 
by a better judgment.

The re- 
maining 80 per cent of the obligation is payable 
in gold, silyer, or paper money, as the payee 
may elect.

RECEPTION BY THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEB. 

The Executive Committee of the Society of 
the Army of Tennessee helda meeting at the 
Palmer House yesterday afternoon.

Interview with the Former About the 
Latter. 
Correspondence Indianapolis Journal. 

Twi Mountarm Hovss, Sept. 29.—The fol- 
lowing conversation of a few days since will be 
of interest, considering the prominence given to 
Marray’s failure and flight:

“Well,” he replied, Murray finally roped me

„O nol Nota preface,—at least not one 
worthy of the name.

He 
was a fellow of much force inteliectually, a man 
of much energy and Worth. I was in a large 
measure the means of his getting to the Park 
Street Church in the*@rst place.

The pas- 
tor of a church like the Park, full of historic 
colonial tradition and association, he soon found 
himself at the head of the most promising con- 
gregation in New England.

Habits and Needs of the People—Thoir 


Educational Condition. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.— The Commissioner of 
Education, in his agnual report, priots a letter 
showing to a great extent the condition of.what 
fs called civilization in Alaska. The letter is 


from Sheldon Jackson, the Superintendent of 


Presbyterian Missions in the Territories, and, 
besides giving a general insight into the history, 
material wealth, and progress of our new Arctic 
possession, gives an unpleasant insight into the 


morais of ite people. Some of the startling 


facts are these: Polygamy is common among 
the rich; crying babies are cured of crying by 
holding them in the sea; the incurable sick and 
old are often killed; parents sell their daughters 
at the age of 12 or 14 for the purpose of prosti- 
tution. But the letter may speak for itself: 

On the 30th of March, 1867, Alaska was pur- 
chased from Russia for $7, 200.002, 
of May the purchase was ratified by the United 
States Senate, and on the 18th of October the 
country became a portion of the United States. 

As it is the latest of our territorial acquisi- 
tions, so it is the least known. Iodeed, the 
interior regions of the country away from the 
Tukon River are as unknown as any portion of 
Africa, The coast and inland section has been 
explored somewhat by the United States Coast 
Survey, and the Yukon River by the Scientific 
Corus of the Western Union Telegraph expedi- 
tion of 1864 to 1867. 

The explored portions of the country have 
been found to be rich in fur, lumber, coal, cop- 
per, sulphur, petroleum, amber, silver, and 
guid. It has also valuable fisheries, During 
the coming year capitalists are expected to es- 
tablish a cannery for salmon, at Clawock, at an 
expense of $100,000. Other parties are in- 
terested in establishing a st mill for the re- 
auction of gold at Sitka, and still others in de- 
veloping valuable copper mines on Karta Bay. 
Thus the resources of the country are com- 
mencing to attract attention. 

„ »The native population of Alaska is variously 
estimated from 26,000 to 70,000. In the northern 
and central section of the country they are 
evidently of Esquimau descent; in the souchern 
and island regions, of Indian descent. They 
are, however, in civilization far in advance of 
the blanketed Sioux of Dakota. In the northern 
country they reside in permanent underground 
houses called topeks. On the southern coast 
they bave large plank barrabora, or houses 
above ground. They bave also, to some extent, 
adopted European styles of dress. Many 
paint their faces with off and lamp- 
black, which gives them a repulsive 
appearance. Polygamy is common among 
the ricn.

HUMANE SOCIETY. 


Report of Zadok Street on Ship- 
ment of Live-Stock. 


— 


Safferings Which Cattle Have to Undergo---The 
Discased Meat Question. 


A Large Prise to Be Offered for an Im- 
proved Oattle-Oar. 


MORNING SESSION. 

The second day’s proteedings of the American 
Humane Association began yesterday morning 
with an increased attendance, at 10:30 o’clock. 

Dr. Miller, of Omaha, desired to say a few 
words omitted the day before in relation to the 
Pacific Railway. Mr. Clark, the Manager, was a 
patient man, and listened to{the explanations of 
models made to him by those who approached 
him. The officers of the road were all of them 
humane and merciful men, but the abuses of 
shippers were not reached by this. 

Dr. Piper was invited, at his own request, to 
make an exhibition of the effect of injuries on 
the flesh of animals in the rooms of the Associa- 
tion in the evening. 

Mr, Abrabam Firth, the Secretary of the As- 
sociation, read letters from several individuals 
offering practical suggestions, and expressing 
much interest in the work of the Association. 

Mr. Levi Knowles, the Treasurer of the As- 
sociation, made a financial repert, showing 
receipts amounting to $2,062, and expenditures 


amounting to 81.228; balance on hand, $838. 


MR. ZADOK STREET, 

of Ohio, who has been traveling over the cattle- 
carrying roads of the United States for the last 
six or seven months, on behalf of the Associa- 
tion, for the purpose of observing the condition 
of animals when loaded into cars, their treat- 
ment in transit, and their condition at the time 
of their arrival in Eastern markets, submitted 
his report. During this period Mr. Street has 
traveled more than 18, miles, going over 
some of the roads a second and a third time. Mr. 
Street says: 

„We have seen 1,340 local stations where ani- 
mals are collected and shipped. A large por- 
tion of their pens are located on low, level 
ground, and when they are much used in wet 
weather become extreme)y muddy. A few of 
the ope have been raised by putting [gravel or 
small stones in them to prevent them from be 
coming muddy, and we have seen, in some 
places, larger stones in the pens, making them 
so uneven that ‘animals could neither walk, 
stand, nor lie down there without injury. In 
many of the pens cattle and bogs were standing 
in mud from four to eight inches deep, and ex- 
posed to the hot sun, or storms, for days, while 
the owners were collecting their full shipment, 
and no arrangements of any kind for feeding or 
watering the animals were made while thus con- 
fined. We have seen cattle drink the filthy 
water that was standing in their tracks, show- 
ing their extreme thirst, before being loaded in 
the cars. At different times we have wit- 
nessed large cattle, cows, young calves, and 
hogs in the same pen, to be loaded in the same 
ear. We bave seen hogs, greatly overcrowded 
in pens, where there was not space for them to 
lie down for rest, regardiess of their tired or 
bunery condition. At different times the own- 
ers did admit that their animais had been driven 
from tento eighteen miles without feed or 
water before getting to a station, and that they 
were then loaded into the cars in that condition. 
We have seeu at a station in Kansas large, fine 
looking fat cattle, whieh the owner expected to 
sell for exportation, that had been confined ia 
small pens fur three days aud nights continuous- 
I exposed tothe hot sun, without feed or 
water. A man in charge of this lot said he had 
just received a dispatch from the owner to ship 
them to St. Louig-without giving them feed or 
water, and he said that after arriving in St. 
Louis he could get’ 100 pounds or more of 
water into each one before they were 
sold and weigheé& The weather was ex- 
tremely warm, and we have seen drivers 
force nineteen head of these large cattle 
into each car. Todothis they were pounded 
and punched with poles, having a sharp nai! iu 
the end of each, until the blood would run. The 
same man said be was au oid shipper; that he 
had shipped thousands of cattle, and that for 
them to go without feed or water for four days 
in succession did not burt them, ever the 
weather was very hot! He also said that no 
experienced shipper would allow cattle to have 
feed or water for twenty-four hours before ship- 
ping them. A large number of other shippers 
told us they never allowed their cattle to have 
feed or water for at least twenty-four hours be- 
fore loading them into the cars, because cattle 
would not incline to lie down if kept hungry and 
thirsty. We bave seen many pens so crowded 
with cattle that there was not space for them to 
lie down for rest, and in their state of torment 
the larger ones booked and gored the smaller 
ones, to the shame of their owners. We have 
seen-scores of dead hogs at local stations which 
died from heat or overdriving, and bundreds 
more that died after being loaded into the 
gars.“ ‘ 


Mr. Street remarks that the feed-vards at In- 


dianapolis are among the best he has seen any- 
where. Concerning the condition and the ex- 
tent of the Chicago Stock-Yards, Mr. Street re- 
marks, as follows; 

The Union.Stock-Yards in Chicago are the 
most extensive of any on this Continent, and, we 
believe, on the globe. They bave 1,000 cattle- 
pens, 1,200 hog and sheep pens, and stabling for 
1,200 horses. fifteen hundred cars of stock can 
be unloaded and cared for daily. The system 
of railways extending into different parts of the 
Western States, thousands of miles, centre 
there. They occupy 350 acres of land, and cost 
nearly $5,000,000. Their repairs cost about $159,- 
000 annually, and it requires 700 men constant! y 
employed in and about the yards to do the 
work required. They will accommodate about 
10,000 cattle, 120,000 hogs, 5,000 sheep, and 1,000 
horses at one time. The pens for hogs and 
sheep are covered; those for cattle are not coy- 
ered, and the cattle are therefore exposed to 
the weather. At that place the pens are kept 
free from mud, generally, and animals have a 
full supply of feed and water when their custo- 
dians order; bu alas! it is seldom the cattle 
have a full supply given them, and they are fre- 
quently reloaded for the East before they haye 
the needful time tor rest, and they are driven 
Into the cars in a tired, hungry, and thirsty con- 
dition, and are then run to Pittsburg or Buffalo 
before being unloaded. We have been told by 
different shippers that their cattle seldom have 
more than from two to four bours’ time for 
rest at either place before they are reloaded for 
the East. At times they are run from St. Louis, 
and also from Chicago, direct to the Eastern 
cities without time for rest, or feed, or water.“ 

Mr. Street also states that upon the arrival of 
the trains at the feed-yards the men employed 
are stationed there and take entire contro! of 
unloading animals from cars. The dead ani- 
mals are dragged from the cars. The cattle in 
the cars that cannot rise are dragged out on the 
platforms, where they are left until sold. Hogs 
that have broken backs or limbs are dragged by 
their ears or tails to be loaded on trucks, and 
are often thrown one upon another, until they 
are hauled away to the slaughter-houses. 

‘Shippers use the goads upon their cattle un- 
til their blood runs. ‘They wring ana twist the 
tails of the cattle until the joints are dis located; 
the poor creatures moaning viteously from the 
horrible cruelty. The animal, when down, 
would use in vain all his power to rise, which he 
often could not de; and in that condition was 
trampled to death by bis fellows. The official ro- 
ports of the different railroad companies show 
that thousand of animals arrive at stations 
dead, and thousands more in a crippled and tort- 
ured condition, some with broken horns or 
broken limbs, which compel them to lie down. 
We bave often seen ten or twelve tricks and 
drays from early morn until noon hauling away 
— dead and crippled animals at a single sta- 


We are informed that, in 
car. one of the cows lain down and could 
not rise again, and the bogs had eaten a portion 
of her udder, and were pulling her eutrails out! 

„We have seen more than 1,000 dead animals 
taken from a single train; dead because of 
overloading and confinement day after day in 
the cars in the hot weather, and hundreds more 
— lifeless when unloaded! 

* We have seen a few humane dealers and 
shippers, who condemn in strong terms the 
general manner of treating animals in transit, 
and who never permit their animals to be over- 
loaded, nor to suffer for want of rest or food, 
and the resuit is, they seldom have a dead or in- 
jured animal. 

„We have known a butcher buy a car of catt 
which he told us was a week’s supply. We h 
men remain in full view uf bis siaugnter-house

butchers eut off these places to disguise the 
condition of the meat. 

“We find there are more than 100,000,000 of 
animals consumed annually for human in 
the United States. Within a few years there 
has been a demand for our cattle in foreign 
lands, which will greatly increase the value of 
our exportations if the cattle are rightly cared 
for. The Mississippi Valley, as all know, is one 
of the most productive agricultural regions on 
the globe. and a lerge portion of it is naturally 
adapted to the culture of corn and grass, and 
to the raising and feeding of domestic animals. 

„ During nine months of the present year 
there have been received and sold in Chicago 
alone, 1,000,000 head of cattie, 4,200,000 hogs, 

000 sheep, and 1,000 horses. 

From 5 to 10 per cent of the real value of 
cattle aud of hogs is lost by skrinkage in weight, 
and by death and injury done to the animals be- 
tween the feeding lands of the West and the At- 
lantic cities. 

The commission men, the men at the feed- 
ing yards, and, indeed, all parties in ‘the trade, 
have a large interest in this question. It may 
be feared that ualess animals are better treated, 
their exportation, and the packing and canning 
of meats will be largely reduced. This crueity 
concerns the farmer, the feeder, and the Jabor- 
ing man, both in pecuniary and sanitary ways. 
All the civilized nations have taken action in 
favor of the better treatment of animals, and to 
8 diseased megts being sold for human 

ood. Ourown citizens are more and more 
awake to this fact. 

„The geograpbical position of Chicago has 
made her the most important live-stock market 
in the world. Hence it is important that it 
should be known, at home and in foreign lands, 
that no diseased or crippled animals are per- 
mitted to be sold or packed for human food. 
It that is done the demand must immensely 
increase from abroad. 

With the co-operation of our best railroad, 
feed-yard, and commission men, this Associa- 
tion is entirely confident of success in its bu- 
mane purpose to lessen largely this revolting 
cruelty. 

„We invoke-the aid of the press and pulpit 
in this behalf, that, as far as may be, innocent 
suffering io the cattle-cars shall end, and with 
it other sufferings of our fellow-creatures who 
are equally innocent.“ 

The array of tacts set forth in the foregoing 
report, coilected by Mr. Street at fofinit labor 
and expenditare of time, was received by the 
meeting with applause, and several spontaneous 
addresses interyened be:ween that and the reg- 
ular business of the Association. 

A RESOLUTION WAS INTRODUCED 


by Mr. F. W. Peck, expressing the appreciation 
of the Society for the labors of Mr. Street, as 
tollows: 

Resolved, That the full and instructive report 
prepared by our agent, Mr. Zadok Street, shows a 
labomous and painstaking investigation of the im- 
— subject in question that entities him to the 

hanks and appreciation of not only this Associa- 
tion, but of the entire humane and meat-consam- 
ing public of this country, the time and services of 
Mr. Street having been given witbout compensa- 
tion; and further 

Resolved, That said report be accepted and placed 
eon file and printed. 

Mr. Street stated that he had called the atten- 
tion of meat inspectors to diseased meat hang- 
ing on the hooks, and the inspector would 
admit that it was not fit to be eaten. He had 
put men to watch, and the inspector had been 
observed to go to the owner, and from him re- 
ceive $5, which made him blind to the imperfec- 
tions of the meat. The Society had an inspector 
at the Chicago Stock-Yards who was incorrupt- 
idle and irreproachable. 

A long discussion ensued as to the qualifica- 
tions of the inspector at East St. Louis. It was 
agreed that he was incompetent and neglectful, 
if pot dishonest, ana that, as he was appointca 
by Gov. Cullom entirely without consultation, 
with the Society, the Governor was directly 
responsible for his acts. 

Mr. Firth, the Secretary of the Massachusetts 
Society, presented a resolution declarmg it the 
sense Of this meeting that 

A PRIZE OF $5,000 

he offered for the invention of an improved 
stock car, in which cattie could lie down, the 
right of which should be given to this Associa- 
tion. Six montus’ time was to be given in 
which to compete for the prize. Mr. J. C. 
Dore, Mr. Shortall, and others thought the sum 
of $5,000 too much. Mr. Brown thought $10,000 
would produce a better result than $5,000. This 
car would, if adopted, destroy the stock-yards 
systems, and that interest would fight them 
openly and bitterly. While this matter was 
8 the Association took a recess until 2:30 
o’clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On the reassembling after dinner, Mr. Angell, 
of Boston, moved that the President of the As- 
sociation and the Executive Committee of Chi- 
cago confer with the shippers of meats in re- 
frigerator cars with a view of baying them in- 
spected, sealed, and certified that the meats 
therein contained are sound, sweet, wholesome, 
and fit for food. ‘The Jews, he said, examined 
every animal before and after it was killed tu. 
see that it was sound and free from disease. If 
it was found in any way objectionable it was 
turned over to the Christian for use. [Laugh- 


ter. | 

Mr. J.C. Dore thought this plan would be 
impracticable, for many reasons. He did not 
think that the shippers should be got into any 
such arrangement, 

The Chairman ruled that the subject pre- 
sented by Mr. Angell was out of order pending 
the consideration of Mr. Firth’s resolution in 
relation to improved cars. 

Prof. Eaton thought the subject an importaut 
one, and that the construction of an improved 
car would do mucb to lessen the evils complained 
of. He saw no reason why a car should not be 
constructed which would answer the purpose. 
He was much in favor of the plan suggested in 
the resolution presented. 

On the motion of Mr. Dore, a committee of 
three, consisting of Messrs. Firth, Levick, and 
Shortall, was appointed to examine a patent 
stock-car at the Rock Island Railroad depot. 

Mr. Firth’s resolution was adopted, as fol- 


lows: 

Wurngas, An urgent need exists of an improved 
cattle car in which animals can lie down and rest, 
and in which they can be watered and fed while on 
their journey. to the markets. and be saved the 
suffering attendant upon ioading and unloading 
from the cars, and ataeerious loss of time to ail 
having a pecuniary interest in the business; and 

Wuereas, Objections are urged by the railroad 
companies against existing cars made to attain the 
ends named; and 

Wuereas, We strongly believe that invention 
mav be stimulated in this ‘direction; be it 

Voted, That this Association, recognizing = 
great importance. would urge all persons inter- 
ested in its work to pledge themselves to pay a 
definit sum towards a prize for this object. 

Voted, That, inthe judgment of this meeting, 
the prize ought net to be less than $5,000, and 
that six months’ time should be given to all com- 
petitors to prepare specifications and models, and 
meet whatever requirements the judges of the 
prize shall name in their offer. 

Voted, That the Executive Committee of this 
Association be requeated to solicit pledges in this 
bebalf from all persons interested in this specific 
aim, and be authorized to appoint the judges ana to 
determine all the conditions excepting only two: 
First, that the invention shall be the unembarrassed 
property of this Association; and secondly, that 
the car so approved be offered without charge to all 
railway companies who will use it in all their live- 
stock business. 

The discussion of Mr. Angell’s resolution cre- 
ated considerable livelv talk, a division being 
created in the meeting. Mr. Levick, of Phila- 
delphia, made a warm speech against the meas- 
ure, whereupon Mr, Edwin Lee Brown called 
him a wild goose, or wilder than a wild goose, 
which remark caused Mr. Levick to retort with 


for the compliment. 

After some further discussion the resolution 
was modified so as to instruct the Executive 
Committee to wait upon the shippers of refrig- 
erated meats for the purpose of conferring with 
them as to the propriety of some such plan as 
mentioned. 

A motion was adopted instructing ail mem- 
bers of the Association to use their influence 
with Congress to procure legislation looking to- 
Wards the amelioration of the sufferings of ani- 
mals in transit. 

A resolution was passed authorizing Mr. 
George T. Angell to form local Associations 
throughout the country. 

An invitation was extended to the Association 
to visit Haverly’s Theatre this evening, which 


was accepted. 

The program to-day embraces a visit to the 
Stock-Yards and to the city parks in. carriages, 
and to the theatre in the evening. 

Mr. Peck, of Chicago, presented a resolution 
looking to the incorporation of the Association, 
which was adopted by the meeting, providing

A PICTURESQUE FETE. 


Celebrating the Visit of the Mikado of Ja 
pan to Tokio. 

Old Yeddo never saw such a display as was 
witnessed on the 24th of August, when Tokio, 
the Capital of the restoration, rather famous of 
late for its public entertainments, eclipsed itself 
by the magnificence of its fete to the Mikado. 
In no other country, says the Tokio Zimes, 
could such a charactéristie assemblage have 
been witnessed. This popular fete to the 
Mikado had beet for some time projected by 
the citizens’ of Tokio, who were anxious that 
their Emperor should receive from the people 
of his Capital the same display of loyaity which, 
so far, bad principally been confined to the 
provinces through which, from time to time, 
he had made royal progress. The Mikado 
arrived on the ground shortly after 
half-past 3 in the afternoon, escorted 
by a troop of lancers and gc- 
companied by the representatives of Tokio, who 
had met him at the park-entrance. The pre- 
sentation to his Majesty of old people of Tokio 
over 80 years of age was then made, some ad- 
dresses were made and replied to, and, at about 
half-past 4, the games commenced which were 
to form the principal attractions of the fete. 
Gen. Grant and suite and the diplomatic’ body 
having arrived ju the meantime. 

The first performance consisted of lance and 
sword exercises, in which some hundred men 
took part, fighting in couples, either with lances 
or broadswords. The ‘performers were encased 
with the usual padding on the left side, While 
the heads were protected with masks, and rignt 
lustily did they belabor one another. To on- 
lookers the broadsword exercise afforded the 
most dmusement, especially when, in the ex- 
citement of the tussle, the two men would drop 
their weapons and fight out the battle by 
wrestling, often rolling over and over each other 
in their momentary wrath or yexation. 

After this came the Yabu Same, or archery, 
by mounted horsemen, and of all the games 
this certainly was the most entertainmg. <A 
straight road across the inclosure was kept by 
burdles (forming a ridingg-course of probably 
800 yards), and three white paper targets stood 
in front of blackboards at 7 — distances, each 
target being about ten fett from the road down 
which the archers bad to ride at full speed. 
The first target was at the commencement of 
the course, second in the middle, the third at 
the finish. ‘The archers appeared in their pict- 
uresque costumes, which are now only to be 
seen in the prints of a past civilization, with 
their many-colored dresses, their aprons of 
deer or bear skin, their heavy stirrups, their 
long-bow, and their quiver of arrows at saddle- 
seat. Starting at a gallop, the archer places 
his arrow in position with the bow held well 
up; as he nears the ta the bow stretcbes, 
the arrow comes in a line with his eye, and, 
when passing the object, an imperceptible mo- 
tion discharges the shaft into the target 
eutting it in two, and creating a shower of 
tinsel paper to attract attention to his prowess, 
while the attendant marker raises a white 
“mop” to show the hit. The practice was won- 
derful, and out of tencompetitors but one failed 
to hit the targets, and he, poor fellow, missed 
all three. Most struck all in succession, and 
the last rider won well-earned applause by bran- 
dishing his arrow in bis hand until the target 
seemed to have been passed, when suddenly its 
very centre was found to have been pierced. 
This able archer was Mr. Kasiyo, a Prince of 
Chikugo and a former Governor of Kanagawa. 

The Mikado left immediately after the games, 
when ail the guests repaired to the supper pavil- 
ion, where ample meat and most ample drink 
were provided tor an innumerable crowd of 
bunery and thirsty souls. From dark until 10 
o'clock an unusually fine display of fireworks 
was let off from the lake, and the whole park 
became aglow with lanterns hanging in festeons 
from tree to tree. The road back to the station, 
with its myriads of lichts, its crowds of people, 
its block of carriages and jinrikishas, is a sight 
which will not be forgotten by those who wit- 
nessed it.
